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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Newly added limitations would require further search and possibly consideration. For example, claim 4 now 
indicates an instruction for pushing and poping from the stack. A review of the specification indicates this may not be supported. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. First, 
a single Java Bytecode instruction is provided in Blandy (column 5 t line 26), "getfield". This instruction includes the functionality of 
popping a reference from a stack and getting a field associated with it as found in claim 4. In fact, Applicant's configuration of an aload 
instruction followed by the inventive instruction seems to follow closely with the system described in Blandy (column 5, lines 19-31), aload 
followed by getfield. Those two instructions being executed would not require a method. Further, as noted above, claim 4 seems to be 
attributing more functionality to the inventive instruction than the specification describes/enables (Figure 4A, elements 206 and 208). 
Thus, the rejections are maintained.
